enjoicil \>y nil. 
If he does not do his 


duty, the principles of the Republic 
are violated. 
Therefore, when «p«ak- 


ing of the duiies of a citizen, his obli- 
gations aro alHO implied. 


The tlrnt and one ot the greatest 


ilunca of a citizen is to vote. He should 


vote every time he is called upon to 
do so. 
He should also try to under- 


stand the question uprn which he is to 
vote. The voter should read the news- 
papers, for in them political questions 
are discussed. It Is. therefore, th" 
duty of every man and woman, boy and 
girl, to read the new«papem and try 
to understand the questions that they 
discus*. 


A citizen Bhould try to learn tho 


character and fitness of the men for 
whom he votes und vote for honest 
men only and men he thinkn are "fit 
for the job." 
In voting he «hould sup- 


port only honext measures. 
Never, 


under any circumHtances, should a 
voter receive or give bribe«, whether 
direct or indirect. 
When voting, a. 


citizen should place hi» country above 
his party and vote for tho best men for 
tho office. If called upon to hold any 
oftlce and represent 
the people he 


should do so willingly. A voter Bhould 
continue to vote in the righteous, al- 
though defeated, cause. 
After a law 


has been passed a citizen should recog- 
nize It as the will o£ the people and, 
therefore, the law. 
If he does not 


like the laws he must not refuse to 
obey them, but he can by peaceful 
m«ans try to 
have them changed. 


Soiiio people believe that voting should 
be made compulsory, as is education. 


Kvery person receives benefits from 


tho government, especially the protec- 
tion of our lives and our property, and 
aa a result we are under obligation to

A'citizen should. If able, contribute', 


voluntarily for public improvement*). 
Kvery citizen should cultivate a pa- 
triotic spirit and should be willing to 
sacrifice personal advantages and par- 
ty .spirit for the public good. In times 
of war he should freely give his time, 
labor and money to the government 
and if the government needs it he 
should sacrifice hi*s life. 
The gox'ern- 


ment protects its citizens and In re. 
turn expects the citizen to help pro- 
tect the government. 


It is the true American's duty to ac- 


quire an education or if he has but 
little education to try to educate him- 
self, lie should allow his children to 
have tho best possible education thai 
he can afford. The citizen should study 
the history of his country and be an 
intelligent reader and close observer 
o'f current events. 
He should also 


study the laws and know why they 
were made. 
John Flsk has said or 


studying history, "Few 
people have 


the leisure to undertake a systematic 
and thorough study of history, but 
everyone ought to find time to learn 
the principal features of the govern- 
ment under which we live and to get 
some inkling of the way in which these 
governments have come Into existence 
and the cauees which have made them 
what they are." 
If any person has any 


talent, whatever it may be, he should 
cultivate it. He should work for the 
community and not entirely for him- 
self. 


A citizen ia obliged to respect ana 


obey tho laws unless he ia to receive 
the punishment that accompanies the 
breaking of the lawe. A citizen must 
know what the laws are In order to 
respect them. He can learn what the 
laws are only by reading or hearing 
them. Besides obeying the laws a cit- 
izen must obey all officers of the law. 
A citizen should also assist the officers 
in bringing criminals to justice. 
He 


should secure order and protect his 
fellow citizens from harm. The rights 
of others should not be interfered with 
nor should the citizen incite others to 
do harm against his fellow country- 
men. 
Lincoln, one of our greatest 


citizens, has said of obeying the laws: 
"Let every American, every lover ot 
liberty, every well-wisher to his po»-. 
terity, swear by the blood of the Rev- 
olution never to violate in the least 
particular the laws of the country, and 
never to tolerate their violation 
Vf 


others. 
As the patriots of Seventy- 


six did to support the Declaration of 
Independence, so to the support of tho 
Conetitution and laws let every Amer- 
ican pledge his life, his property, and 
his sacred honor; let every man re- 


member that to violate the law \m to; 
trample on the blood of his fathers, ' 
and to tear the charter of hi» own and 
his children'* liberty."
